Walter A. ‘Kinsella, instructor at the 
Squash Club, began the defense of his 
title .as world’s professional champion 


yesterday afternoon at the Yale Club 


by an exhibition of - super-excellent 
squash tennis, before which the game of 
his challenger, James Reid of the 
Crescent Athletic Club, brilliantly 
though the latter played, was torn and 
shattered. Kinsella won by scores , of 
15—5, 15—8, 16—10, collecting 45 points 
to Reid’s 23 in thirty-five minutes of 
lightning exchanges. The victory was 
so decisive as to forecast almost cer- 
tainly Kinsella’s retention of his ‘title. 
The two are to meet at the Yale Club 
next Wednesday in theff second match, 
which, like yesterday’s, will be for the 
best three in five games. If Reid should 
win it they will play a third match next 
Saturday. 

The first of the series was’ witnessed 
by a gathering that filled the gallery at 
the Yale Club, with the leading lights 
both of amateur and professional squash 
tennis in attendance, The gallery 
watched, with rapt attention and occa~ 
sional outbursts of warm applause, the 
most finished shooting seen in a squash 
match in two. seasons. This was true 
with reference to both victor and van- 
quished; and, in Kinsella’s case, there 
was a further demonstration of tactical 
skill such as is rarely indeed encoun- 
tered on a‘ squash court, Kinsella’s 
manoeuvring for position could not, in 
fact, have ‘been surpassed and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if it could have been 
equaled by any other player. His was 
@ performance truly worthy of a world’s 


chi jon. 

The getting ability of both men was 
remarkable. The otey in this respect 
was with the champion, who made 14 
errors in the three games to Reid's 19. 
But both repeatedly scooped up balls 
that seemed beyond redemption and 
handled. speed with consummate. ease 
‘and skill. There was little to choose 
between them in the ability to land hard 
on the ball. Kinsella won, not so much 
because his. attack carried more punch, 
though it had plenty of that, as because 
of its variety and unexpectedness. Kin- 
sella always seemed to have a definite 
plan in mind. He was always looxin. 
two or three shots ahead in a continua 
effort to manoeuvre: Reid out of range. 
Then, when the timé came, e put 
through. his 
greatest effectiveness possible.

The champion’s control over the ball 
was most unusual.

LLOYD GEORGE’S MEMOIRS. 


It was announced in. yesterday’s TIMES 
that the contract for the publication of 
Mr. LLoyd GEorGE’s memoirs in THE 
NEw York Times, The Chicago Tribune, 
‘and a large number of the leading jour- 
wWals of this country and Canada asso- 
ciated with them, had beén. éanceled on 
the initiative of those two papers. The 
contract was made several months ago, 
while Mr. Liovp GEoRGE was ‘still Pre- 
miér, but on the understanding that the 
work had been begun and that delivery 
might be expected early in 1923. 

Shortly after leaving office, two 
months ago, he made a. contract with an 
American syndicate to “write articles 


upon political questions, Which may run 


for two years. Mr. Lioyp Georce feels 
that this will not ‘interfere with the 
memoirs. He says that he must “ take 
ample time” in writing them, though 
without “unnecessary delay.” These 
are not quite the expectations that 
were encouraged when the memoirs 
were offered for sale. THE NEW 
York Times ‘and The Chicago Trib- 
une felt, however, that the articles to be 
written under the other contract ‘must in- 
terfere largely with the subject matter 
of the memoirs, as well as postponing 
completion quite beyond the limit of 
their original understanding. THE NEW 
York TIMEs had an opportunity, through 
friendly intervention at the last moment, 
to purchase thése other articles. Had it 
done so, and attempted to sell them to 
other newspapers in this country,- it 
would have felt somewhat as if it were 
selling the same ‘merchandise twice. 
The memoirs, already bought and partly 
paid for, were to be delivered not imme- 
diately, now. that the author was free 
from the cares of office, but at some time 
approaching the limit that had been 
granted to cover the contingency of. his 
remaining long engrossed in the arduous 
.oceupations of a British Prime Minister. 
‘Something represented as different from 
the memoirs, but apparently to be drawn 
largely from the same knowledge and 
materials, was to be delivered at once, 
and paid for again. 

Mr. Lioyp GEORGE explained in a letter 
to the managing’ editor of THE Times, 
dated Dec. 1;.that “after seventeen years 
“in office I have retired a poor. man, 
“and it is absolutely imperative that I 
“should turn to writing as a means of 
“livelihood. The proceeds of the book 
“for which you hold the serial rights 
“are, as you, know,- to be given to 
“charity.” an 

This gift to charity, however, was 
made. by Mr.“ Luoyp GrorcE: on his own 
initiative; following severe criticism in 
the Bri ay .press-of his action in selling 
his memoirs while still in office. When’ 
| THE New York Times and The Chicago- 
| Tribune fitst committed themselves ” to 
the purchase nothing had been said about 
charity. It “was understood that Mr. 
Lioyvd .GEORGE was, as he says, a poor

A NOVELIST.ON THE NOVEL. 


‘Mr. J: MippLeton Murry, editor of 
The London Athenaeum, is both a novel- 
ist-and a critic. He has written a book 
on DosTorvsky., He has written at least 
one novel after the Dostoevskyan man- 
ner. So the weary but insatiable tribe 
of novel-addicts turns with. hope.or fear 
to his article.in The Yale Review, “The 
Break-Up of: the Novel.” «It is ericourag- 
ing for some of tus to hear that the novel 
is breaking up. “Many . contemporary 
novels threaten that novel-readers will 
break up or break down. In the name of 
the ‘innumerable choir of. poets we pro- 


| test against Mr. MuURRY’s assertion that 


“ prose fiction is the only vital and com- 
prehensive literary form today.” But 
that is a digressién; and of the compre- 
hensiveness of some prevailing manifes- 
tations of the novel there is no doubt. 
The modern expert novelist, it. seems, 
“ annihilates. the story.” That, we 
gather, was for children of all-ages, for 
seekers of mere amusement or distrac- 
tion. A novel of the proper sort is tre- 
mendously serious: ‘Reading it is hard 
work to soft Campanians. ‘“‘ Exaspera- 
tion,” says Mr. Murry, “is continually 
“manifest as a disturbing influence in 
“the work of such writers of English as 
“ Mr. LAWRENCE; Mr: POUND (our Ezra), 
“Mr. Exviot, Mr. WYNDHAM.LEwis, and, 
“above all, in Mr. Joyce.” . Well, exass 
peration is continually manifest in a 
good many of their readers. The philoso- 
pher, however, outreads and outlives. it. 
Take. Mr. LAWRENCE’S: most. famous 
book. For a time a desperate: ennui 
seizes upon the reader, no “matter how 
industrious, reverent and eager to im- 
prove his mind by submitting to the best 
treatment.. There comes a moment when 
he sees that this is one of the greatest 
works of humor\in the world; that, of 
sound and disposing miftd and his comic 
sense in perfect condition, he-is being led 
through a madhouse in which’ the most 
extraordinary and eccentric and amusing 
maniacs give out and receive sparks, 
bleat about their “otherness” and play. 
such fantastic tricks as make the angels 
guffaw. As Mr. HueFrer said in The. 
Yale Review last Summer, appraising 
“A Haughty Generation ” of novelists: 


The characters of Mr. Lawrences * * * 
sit about in punts, in fields of asphodels, 
ahd talk pathologic nonsense, every word 
of which, Mr. Lawrence records as if he 
had been sitting on the other-side of the 
hedge with a stenographer’s tablet, But 
as for interplay of personality for person- ° 
ality in the works: of Mr. Lawrence thére 
fs “none. Absolutely none.) ‘LAWRENCE'S 
men and women discuss Love and/discuss 
Liberty as if they were looking up those 
words in the Enétyclopaedia’ Britannica 
and reading out what there they found, 
with a profound, ree and unwinking 4 

preposterousness. 


Or take Mr. HERGESHEIMER’S “ Cythe- 
rea.” He is an author whose “ artistry ” 
is recognized. None-the less, you may be 
bored by that book antil the Knicker- 
bocker lady, whose inhibitions melt so 
suddenly and strangely, swims into your 
ken. Then, the springs of humor over- 
flow, and you are-contented.. ‘Ina trans- 
lation of a French story published by. ani 
d4nternational magazine somebody ‘aims 
his. revolver at the eye of a mysterious 
person. and fires. Whereupon “a hole 
“appeared where there had been an eye 

“and milk . spouted . forth’ abundantly, 
“marking a long white course ‘on the

Take this piece of blague seriously, and

In a day when there is publicity for 


“wrongs and grievances as never before, 


when the case or cause of every man 
and ‘woman and of every creed and insti- 
tution can be pre in the. press, 
when the remotest settlement is no longer 
inaccessible to public opinion,-what need, 


what ‘excuse, is there for the résurrec-- 


tion of the Ku Klux Klan from the grave 
of the past? For the original: society 
in' the ex-slave States of the South there 
was provocation in the misrule of. car-, 
petbag Governors and native scalawags, 
who plundered the impoverished whites 
and excited race hatred by vicious legis- 
lation.. Negro dupes were exalted, put 
into offices of trust they could not ad- 
minister, organized as militia and en- 
couraged to flout and affront the Con- 
federate veterans and their women folk. 
In a South Carolina Legislature there 
were seventy-eight negroes and forty-six 
white men in the Assembly; in the Sen- 
ate, twenty-one negroes and ten white 
men. General ,ROVSSEAU said that the 
Legislature of Louisiana was “a.shame- 
“ful and disgraceful burlesque upon re- 
“ publican institutions.” In. one county 
in Mississippi there was not-a single 
Justice of the Peace who could write his 
name. Carpetbag and negro Sheriffs 


‘ sometimes received ‘ from $15,000 to: $20,- 


000 a year in fees: Judges were so illit- 
erate that prisoners were compelled to 
write tHeir own commitments. Assessors, 
Treasurers, Commissieners, Supervisors, 
both white and black, were too ignorant 
to learn their duties. They divided their 
loot with hénchmen, some of whom were 
native whites, the scum of their race. 

In the gallery. of reconstruction Gov- 
ernors’ were. Northern, adventurers of 
odious memory, the most notorious; WarR- 
MOTH of Louisiana, who had migrated 
from ‘Illinois. The negroes who sent 
him ‘to Congress in 1865 made up a purse 
to pay the expenses of his journey to 
Washington. He returned to New Or- 
leans to become Governor in an: era 
when officeholders ' divided the spoils 
while the people toiled to keep body and 

soul‘together. -In seven years WARMOTH 
had made himself one of -the richest 
men in the State. Government in South 


Carolina was described as “& huge sys-. 


tem of brigandage.” In less than three 
years the “ plundér-dynasty”” increased 
the State debt from $5,550,000 to $18,- 
500,000. By 1872 Alabama’s debt stood at 


$52,000,000; Florida’s rose from: $600,000 


to more than $5,000,000. The debt of Ar- 
kansas increased fivefold—many courities 
were-bankrupt. In 1869 the members of 
the Louisiana Legislature voted. them- 


-gelves $250,000, in 1870 an additional 


$500,000." The judiciary in the ex-slave 
States was composed, said an observer of 
the reconstruction orgy, of “ mounte-.

NUISANCE VALUES, 


One type of financial obstfuctionist 
is. a source of ‘poignant irritation. He 
is’ the individual who scents a corporate 
reorganization, lease or merger and who 
picks up a little stock with the idea of 
being bought off -or making trouble: 
Panoplied in the rights of a’ mene 
stockholder, he vdciferously alleges ir- 
reparable injury if there is ‘effected a 
project which may have; required: years 
in its consummation, It counts for noth- 
ing in his eyes that. over 99 per ‘cent. 
of all parties in interest. have assented 
to the new plan. The proposed reduc- 
tion in- fixed charges or.the provision of 
adequate working capital to_ put a con- 
cern on its feet is nothing to ‘him. Like 
the stick-up man, he is interested only in, 
getting his price.~ 
, Courts and commissions have had their 
patience taxed, sometimes to the break- 
ing point, by this sort of disturber. They 
must.observe a cold neutrality. and must 
not differentiate between the holder of 
one share and the holder of fifty or the 
representative of fifty thousand. A 
somewhat piquant interest therefore at- 
taches to the comment of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in a case 
decided Noy. 27. Mr. Justice ‘VAN Dr- 
VANTER, who délivered*the opinion, had a 
weapon to his hand in the language of 
the court below. He remarks dryly that 
the Circuit Court of, Appeals had said: 

* * © that the consolidation sougnt to 
be enjoined was only a new formulation 
of the situation which had been existing 
for many years. * * * 

Further, we notice that plaintiff owns 
only .one one-thousandth of 1 per cent. 
of the capital stock, that no other share- 
holder has accepted_its invitation to join 
ih preventing the fmiminent irreparable 
injury .and that this interest. plaintiff 
bought after the consolidation contract 
was made.

steamer to Broome, a township of 
some 4,000 inhabitants and the cen- 
tre of the great pearling industry of 
this part of the coast, which sup- 
plies three-fourths of-the world’s 

mother-of-pearl shell output. 

Except for a few hundred whites, 
Broome houses an Asiatic popula- 
tion—Japanese, Malays, Manila- 
men, Cingalese. There are also a 
few hundred aborigines. Fishing is 
one for about three hundred miles 
along this part of the coast. Hun- 
dreds of luggers in charge of white 
men and manned by Japanese and 
Malay divers and colored crews 
scour the oyster banks in search of 
shells. Broome shell is the basis of 
this industry, the pearl being a sec- 
ondary consideration. Though valu- 
able pearls are found in Broome 
‘waters, the money lies in the weight 
‘sf shell won from the sea. 

Divers are paid at the rate of $150 
tor every 2,240 pounds of shell they 
bring to the surface. Diving has a 
very harmful effect on the heart’s 
ection, so there is little wonder that 
the quaint graveyard is well filled.

At Broome the little twenty-ton 
schooner Culwulla was chartered and 
equipped for the trip, and command 
given to Captain Johnson, a skillful 
and experienced seaman, who had al- 
ready a certain knowledge of the 
coast. At daylight one fine morning 
the schooner moved out from Broome 
and headed north on a trip that oc- 
cupied many months and supplied 
as much thrill and adventure as any 
reasonable explorer should expect. 

Sailing up this coast is one con- 
tinuous watching and battling with 
the tides, which rise and fall in some 
parts forty feet. At others they 
rush out with the speed of a railway 
train, and at Chilli Creek the tide 
recedes seven miles, so. a craft is 
very soon high and dry if the skip- 
per is caught napping. Along these 
nor’west beaches march armies of 
crabs, like millions of soldiers under 
command of officers. 

We saw squads of dinky bright 
blue ones, about the size of a quar- 
ter. These fled to their dugouts 
immediately a footstep was heard on 
the beach. The true soldier crab is 
about three inches long, of a yellow 
shade, and when pressed will form 
up in battalions and make a savage 
attack, so it is well to be shod with 
a strong pair of boots, as these fight- 
ers can give one a rough time.

It is a source of great value to the 
inhabitants of the Nor’west—whites 
and blacks alike. The blacks hunt 
it on a rough raft usually con- 
structed of mangrove saplings 
which are pinned together by means 
of hardwood pegs, the nature of the 
mangrove wood being such as 
is not easily split. Armed with a 
spear attached to a rope, the blacks 
put out into the bay and attack a 
school. Time and again the hunters 
return empty-handed, with all their 
spears broken after their encounters 
with the dugongs. The hide of the 
mammal is such as any politician 
might envy, being over an inch 
thick, so tough t it proves of 
stout resistance to even a steel har- 
poon. The flesh makes good eating 
and has a flavor somewhere between 
that of beef and pork, it is con- 
sidered a delicacy up along the 
coast.

That is the question which al} 
Europe is asking and upon 
which depends the rehabilitation of 
Old . World financial and economic 
conditions—so Europe avers. 

The opinions are almost equally 
divided, if the statements of men of 
more or less importance are a true 
index. It matters not that the poli- 
ticlans (Europe still insists upon 
calling them fiplomats, although 
their failure to reach any agreement 
upon any point in dispute should 
have long ago dissipated their right 
to claim diplomacy as their forte) 
continue to babble soft, meaningless 
protestations of affection and admi- 
ration for the other fellows country. 

There was a time when some at- 
tention was paid by the man in the 
street, the millions of newspaper 
readers, the men who do none of the 
talking but much of the nation’s 

thinking, to these well-phrased ex- 
‘ pressions of everlasting friendship. 
Not so today. Europe is in an ugly 
mood, and cannot hide it. Europe 
pictures America as steeped in gold 
and luxury. A few paltry billions 
of dollars are a mere drop in the 
bucket—for America; but would 
mean to any European nation a stay 
of the death sentence pronounced by 
the'great war, or perhaps a full 
pardon. 


Are we going to be soft, silly or 
selfish? 

I talked for several hours with a 
Judge of the Bavarian High Court. 
He thinks we would be extremely 
soft and silly to forgive the allied 
debts. This. man points out, and 
In most convincing manner, that 
. France and Engiand, the big debt- 
ors, divided -the German African 
colonies: millions of square miles of 
‘country of great potential wealth. 
That France has gained inestimable 
man-power thereby and economic 
resources that were well on the way 
to development under German con- 
trol and efficiency. (Germans can- 
not get away from German “ effi- 
ciency.’’) The lost provinces, Al- 
gace and Lorraine, have been re- 
stored. This he thinks was a fair 
reward for all France's suffering. 
He points to the enormous quanti- 
ties of coal, live stock, agricultural 
and the thousand other commodities 
that Germany is delivering to France 
on account of reparations. He 
speaks of the enormous fine plas- 
tered-upon his country at Versailles 
and the herculean efforts his coun-

German resources and consequent 
earning power. ‘“ How many bil-

Nine out of 
every ten Frenchmen will answer 
** yes "’"—if we insist upon the pay- 
ment of our loans. ‘“ Did not 
France bear the brunt, not only for 
her own safety but for all the 
world?’’ ‘* Did not America really 
become an ally in August, 1914, 
when the "German hordes advanced 
through Belgium? ** ‘‘ Was not Ver- 
4un an American victory in every 
sense of the word, in that victory 
was essential to American safety? "’ 
** Is not every French soldier grave 
a mound dedicated to world free- 
dom?*’ ‘* Has any nation suffered 
as France has suffered?’’ ‘Is it 
fair that brothers engage a common 
enemy and that one emerges from 
the conflict fabulously rich and the 
other—the one who suffered the 
most, who carries the deeper scars— 
should be bankrupt?’’ ‘“‘We are 
not unmindful of the fact that 
America did not take a foot of soil 
nor a dollar of reparations as her 
spoils of victory, that her renuncia- 
tion was almost complete, but her 
sacrifice was so litttle by compari- 
son with that of the other Allies that 
a helping hand in the hour of need, 
the hand that America can so easily 
extend and with little or no economic.

For instance, at Long Island 
a large canoe was sighted on the 
beach, and immediately the schooner 
was observed a number of blacks 
rushed out of the bush, and, picking 
up the canoe, made off into the scrub. 
Our boys then went ashore and man- 
aged to induce several big, lanky, 
hairy fellows to come aboard and 
Jackson succeeded in snapping a 
pair of them. They were given 
plenty of “ tuckout " (food), and by 
a language of signs were made to 
understand that the white men were 
gong ashore and to inform the tribe.

The singers who, for convenience, we 
call the Vatican Choir, though the chor- 
isters are drawn from several of the 
Roman Basilicas and the Sistine Chapel, 
while their director, M. Casimiri, is Mas- 
ter of the Chapel of St. John Lateran, 
gave a concert, chiefly of Palestrina, at 
Albert Hall.

It was not surprising to The London 
Times to see a number of young sing- 
ers at the “ farewell’’ recital Roland 
Hayes gave at the Aéolilan Hall on 
Friday night before his American tour, 
for they can surely learn much from 
him, especially those to whom folk-song 
interpretation appeals. “Yet perhaps 
the quality which really distinguishes 
Mr.* Hayes’s singing of negro melodies 

the very thing which cannot be 
learned, for the obvious art of his 
method is purely vocal. That he can 
manage his voice adroitly enough was 
clearly shown in Schubert’s ‘ Du Bist 
die Ruh’ and ‘ Drink to Me Only '—the 
rest of the effect is not art as much as 
nature. It is given to few to be at once 
simple without affectation, solemn with- 
out conscious effort, or gay ‘with just 
that touch of easy nonchalance to create 
an irresistible sympathy. This is folk- 
music singing at its very best.’’ 





The modern tendency to experiment 
freely in new methods of composition 
has been accompanied by’ a very real 
taste for early music, which previously 
had been regarded only with antiquarian 
interest. Our musical horizon is broad- 
ening at both ends, says The London 
Times. This is apropos of a recital by 
Dorothy Silk, whose program consisted 
mainly of Bach, but contained also ex- 
amples of early German music from the 
works of Schiitz, Theile and Buxtehude. 
The Schiitz Cantata for two violins, 
continuo and voice, ‘‘ Herr, unser Herr- 
_gcher,’’ is a smooth, clear work, without 
the severity which was more apparent 
‘fm the duet ‘‘ Erhére mich ’’—a severity 
sometimes found in the “ Jarre and dis- 
gonance’’ of our own Elizabethan 
music.

The first performance of Darius Mil- 
haud’s ‘‘Three Rag Caprices’’ was 
lgiven at a concert of the Jean Wiener 
series, devoted entirely to that compos- 
er’s works. Other compositions played 
were his first symphony and ‘‘ Le Retour 
de | Enfant Prodigué.’’ There was some 
very warm condemnation of Mr. Mil- 
haud’s ragtime music. The critic of The 
Chicago Tribune in Paris observes: ‘‘The 
pieces reminded me of a non-compensa- 


tory effort, like a juggler’s whose busi- 
ness it is to thrill his vaudeville-loving 
audience, and finds the act difficult be- 
cause the audience knows perfectly well 
that the trick is really no trick at all, 
and hence refuses to have anything 
** slipped over.’”’ : 





Milhaud’s ‘‘ Serenade ’’ was given for 
the first time at the Colonne Concerts’ 
by Piezné. It was accompanied by the 
usual uproar between the admirers and 
oppenents of the composer, the great 
majority of the. audience looking on with, 
ironic amusement. he critic of the 
Ménestrel thinks the piece founded on 
themes of terrible tommonplaceness. The

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MOVEMENT is gathering head- 

way in Congress fér the abol- 

t of the Blectoral College 

and the adoption of an. amend- 

ment to the Constitution making 

the election of President and Vice Pres- 

ident subject to the direct vote of the 

people. When the proposed amendment 

to accomplish this was offered in the 

Senate a few days ago by Senator 

George W.: Norris of Nebraska there 

were many who met the suggestion with 

@ smile, but subsequent developments 

showed'a surprising sentiment in favor 

of the proposition, and this sentiment 

is certain to be greater in the Sixty- 

eighth Congress, with its increased pro- 
gressive and radical membership. 

Senator Norris, one of the leaders in 
the progressive movement, asserts that 
under existing conditions the Electoral 
College system of electing a President 
and Vice President has become “‘ an im- 
passable barrier across the road of prog- 
ress ’’ and that today it is nothing more 
nor less than ‘‘ an unnecessary and use- 
less part of the American political ma- 
chinery.’’ 

The support the proposed amendment 
is receiving does not mean that there 
is any immediate prospect of the pro- 
posed amendment being submitted to the 
States, but it does mean that the sen- 
timent in favor of submitting such an 
amendment is on the upgrade and that 
it is one of the possibilities of the not 
distant future. Whether or not the reso- 
lution which carries the amendment 
could command a mafority in the pres- 
ent Congress is uncertain. A study of 
the present membership would seem to 
indicate that it could not. 

Resolution in Four Parts. 

The Norris resolution is in four parts 
and in addition to proposing a direct 
vote for President and Vice President 
proposed to terminate the terms of de- 
feated Senators and Representatives on 
the first Monday in January following 
the general election instead of midnight 
of March 3 following, as the Constitu- 
tion now provides. The resolution has 
gone to the calendar, and when it comes 
up a fight is certain to be made to refer 
it to the Committee on: Judiciary. The 
vote on such a motion will indicate for 
the first time the exact strength of the 
two factions. 

Those Senators who are listed as con- 
servative, such as Nelson of Minnesota, 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee; 
Underwood, the Democratic leader; 
Walsh of Montana, by many considered 
the ablest constitutional lawyer in Con- 
gress; Overman, Moses, Brandegee, 
Wadsworth, Williams and others of the 
conservative thinking school are known 
to look askance at any proposition 
which involves the amendment of the 
Constitution along such radical lines as 
those suggested in the Norris amend- 
ment. 

On the other hand, there are Senators 
who while opposing the section which 
abolishes the Electoral College are in 
fayor of the sections which relate to the 
earlier termination of the terms .of :de- 
feated candidates for re-election. It is 
probable that that part of the amend- 
ment could pass both houses of the 
present Congress right now. 

There is no man in either house’ of 
Congress better qualified to express the 
views of the proponents of the proposed 
amendment than Senator Norris, and 
none who is more qualified to express 
the objections to the amendment than 
Senator Walsh of Montana. The views 
of these two Senators express the po- 
sition of the two sides to the question in 
the present Congress. The Electoral 
College proposition being the principal 
**bone of contention,” what Senators 
Norris and Walsh have to say relates 
only to the section of the amendatory 
resolution which seeks.the abolishment 
of the ancient constitutional method of 
electing the President and Vice Presi- 
dent. 

Senator Norris’s Argument. 


“* The necessary constitutional change,”’ 
said Senator Norrts, ‘‘ to fix the begin- 
ning of the terms of President and Vice 
President and of members of Congress, 
and to place such time soon after the 
general elections, thus enabling the 
wishes of the people to be translated 
into law, is only a step in placing the 
people more directly in control of their 
Government. If it is desirable that the 
‘wishes of the people as expressed at the 
ballot box should have the effect of law 
so far as Senators and Representatives 
are concerned, it is equally important 
and desirable that the same rule should 
apply to the selection of ‘a President 
and Vice President. : 

*“‘The President, under the Constitu- 
tion, is in reality part of the legislative 
machinery of the country. In fact, he 
probably has more influence over legis- 
lation than either branch of Congress. 
It is therefore just as important that 
the people have an opportunity to ex- 
press their wishes as directly as possi- 
ble as to who their Chief Magistrate 
should be as it is to express this wish 
in regard to Senators and members of 
the: House of Representatives. But the

: ment and Senator Walsh of Montana Points Out 
‘ * Complications That Would Ensue. 


President and Vice President are not 
elected by a direct vote of the people. 
They are elected by electors, who are 
themselves selected in ‘accordance with 
laws and regulations provided by the 
Legislatures of the various States, 


‘When our Government was founded 
and our Constitution was adopted it 
‘was more or less an experiment in the 
world of governmental affairs. The step 
which our forefathers took was greater 
than any that had ever been taken to- 
ward a free government; and yet, in 
the preparation of that wonderful docu- 
ment, our forefathers were fearful lest 
the step proposed to be taken should 
be too great and thus bring ruin in- 
stead of success. They deemed it wise 
to remove the governmental functions, 
in most cases, one or more steps from 
the direct control of the people to be 
governed. They provided that the 
President and Vice President should be 
elected by electors and that these elec- 
tors in turn should be ‘ appointed’ ac- 
cording to the provisions of the various 
State Legislatures. Senators were elect- 
ed by the Legislatures of the various 
States, and it took many years of ag- 
\tation and work to secure an amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing for 
the direct election of such officials. That 
such change has been beneficial and 
helpful will not be denied by any one. 

‘The same reasons that impel the 
adoption of a constitutional amendment 
providing for the direct election of Sena- 
tors would seem to demand that the 
President and Vice President should be 
elected by a direct vote of the people. 
No reason can be given why an inde- 
pendent people, capable of self-govern- 
ment, should not have the right to vote 
direetly for the Chief Magistrate, who 
has more power than any other official 
in our Government. It is true that these 
presidential electors are pledged to vote 
for some particular man for President 
and for Vice President. At the very 
best, they are an unnecessary and use- 
less part of our political machinery; but 
even though every candidate for presi- 
dential elector is pledged to vote for 
some particular man for President and 
Vice President, there can be no reason 
given for the existence of such an of- 
ficial. : 

Present Oumbersome Ballot. 


‘““Under existing conditions the names 
of all the candidates of all parties for 
presidential elector must be printed on 
the official ballot, and then there must 
be as many blank places left on the 
ballot under the laws of the various 
States as there are candidates for elec- 
tors, giving the voter the right to write 
in the names of any other candidates 
for electors for whom he desires to vote. 
The result is that in all of our States 
the ballot is unreasonably ‘and unneces- 
sarily lengthy. All this could be avoided 
if the names of the candidates for 
President and Vice President “were 
printed on the ballot and the voter given 
the right to directly express his choice. 

‘‘While the system-is unneccessary, 
cumbersome and confusing, and has no 
merit whatever that can be mentioned 
in its favor; it has an evil and disastrous 
effect and as a matter of fact, often in- 
directly but certainly, takes away from 
the voter the right to effectively express 
his will. 

‘* Since no person has the legal right to 
vote directly fér President and Vice 
President, and since presidential electors 
are named by political parties, pledged 
to vote for the nominee of their respec- 
tive parties for both President and Vice 
President, it follows that it is a physical 
impossibility for a citizen to vote for the 
candidate for President in one party and 
the candidate for, Vice President in an- 
other party. ‘The ordinary citizen does 
not realize that his electoral right and 
privilege is thus curtailéd. It is not 
often that voters would want to take 
such a course, but as a matter of funda- 
mental justice we ought to be protected 
by law in taking such a course should 
we desire to do it. 

‘*It is practically an impossibility for 
any person to become an independent 
candidate for the office of President. In 
theory this could be done. In practice 
it is just as much prohibited as tgough 
the right were denied by express térm of 
the Constitution. 

Effect on Political Conventions, 

‘If the electoral college were abolished 
and the people allowed to vote direct- 
ly for President, it would naturally fol- 
low that thosé who controlled political 
conventions would be more careful in 
their selection of nominees. Political 
conventions would pay more attention 
to the wishes of the people ‘at large, 
and successful candidates would - give 
closer adherence to pre-election prom- 
ises. If National political conventions 
were controlled by selfish interests and 
nominated candidates unsatisfactory to 
the people at large, it would be easy for 
the people to defeat such nominees by 
rallying behind an independent candi- 
date for President. Jt would be a very 
easy matter to have printed on the 
official ballot ‘in all the States the 
name of an independent candidate. This 
could be done without the organization

** Practically every State in the Union 
has what is known as an official ballot 
and provides by law for a method ‘of 
putting names on this ballot. Such ma- 
chinery is already provided for in the 
States and applies to every office except 
that of President and Vice President, 
and the reason it cannot apply to those 
is because the Electoral College stands 
in the way. Under existing conditions 
we have no way of expressing our opin- 
ion. Our Constitution keeps from the 
people the right to be heard in the se- 
lection of a Chief Magistrate. If the} 
people are competent to select members 
of the House of Representatives, if they 
are likewise competent to vote directly 
for Senators, why should they not like- 
wise have an opportunity to vote di- 
rectly for President and Vice Presi- 
dent? "”’ ; 

Senator Walsh discusses the proposed 
amendment in his usual careful, way. 
He says: er* 

“To all intents and purposes the peo- 
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ple now vote for President and Vice 
President. The choice of the people 
among the candidates of the various 
parties is as clearly exercised as though 
the vote were in form as well as in fact 
directly for them. That féature of the| 
proposed amendment is of little conse- 
quence. The more important feature is 
that the election would be determined 
by the popular vote, the majority (plu- 
rality) controiling. There is a popular 
appeal in the suggestion that the ma- 
jority should control, but a radical 
change in our system must be inaugu- 
rated if that idea is to.obtain to a 
finalilty. 

‘* As each State is entitled to as many 
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electors as it has members of both houses 


of Congress and as no State has more 
than two members of the Senate, it will 


be appreciated that the numerical 
strength of the several States in the 
Electoral College is not exactly in pro- 
portion to their population. 

“*Some of the most perplexing prob- 
lems coming before the Constitutional 
Convention arose out of the conflicting 
interests of the large and the small 
States. Concessions had to be made 
from both sides, the large States abating 
somewhat from their demand that rep- 
resentation in Congress should be based 
throughout on population, the small 
States from their pesition that as inde- 
pendent States all stood on the same 
footing and all were entitled to an equal 
voice, as in the case of international 
assemblies, or conferences. The situa- 
jon was saved only by a compromise 
under wifich the two branches of Con- 
gress were provided for, the one in which 
the rule of population should obtain, 
the other in which the equality of the 
States should be recognized. The con- 


test was renewed in connection with the 
provision for the election of the Executive 
and again the spirit of compromise pre- 
vailed, each State being given represen- 
tation in part on the basis of the quota 
in the House, varying with the popula- 
tion, and in part — its quota in the 
Senate in which the rule of equality 
among the States obtained. 

*“* On the whole the system devised has 
had most satisfactory results. Ours is 
@ country of vast extent with many 
and diverse interests. Though not alto- 
gether logical, the plan evolved -by the 
wisdom and through the forbearance of 
the fathers is admirably adapted to 
conciliate and harmonize. It ought not 
inconsiderately to be discarded. If it 
is to be abandoned so far as the elec- 
tion of President and Vice President is 
concerned, it will be difficult to offer 
any substantial reason why -it should 
be preserved so far as Congress is con- 
cerned. 

** Success of the amendment proposed 
would doubtless be followed by an in- 
sistent demand for a further innovation 
under which each State should be rep- 
resented according to its population. 
Dismissing that consideration, however, 
it may well be doubted whether the in- 
terests of the whole country would be 
subserved by increasing relatively the 
voice and influence of the great con- 
gested industrial centres and diminish- 
ing proportionally the part played by 
the rural and other sections relatively 
sparsely populated. It is popularly be- 
lieved in those regions that the great 
cities exercise in some. manner an un- 
due and not salutary -influence in gov- 
ernment, and a modification of our sys- 
tem such as is proposed could not fail 
to intensify the jealousies that already, 
unfortunately, have been aroused."’

Three Sculptors. , 

Degas appears at the Durand Ruel 
Galleries a sculptor, and. no one who 
saw the exhibition of his sculpture 
many months ago at the Grolier Club 
will be surprised. The sculpture in it- 
self, however, cannot fail always to 
surprise. Its power and vehemence, the 
largeness of the treatment and the 
knowledge of form it displays decline to 
be taken casually. The various bronzes 
are, as would be expected,. chiefly 
studies of movement, but they tell the 


-secret of Degas’s line, a line that inva- 


riably is rich in description of form. 
Merely to indicate -direction is not its 
function; it has also to tell of the char- 
acter and volume of the mass of which 
it is the boundary. These bronzes com- 
municaté, as the great works of the 
Renaissance did, a magnificent sense of 
physical force and splendor. What if it 
is only a little bather, seated and at- 
tempting with strenuous gesture to dry 
her left side with her bath towel? The 
sculptor has shown us what a wonder- 
ful thing she is with her muscles, which 
stretch and react to her need with her 
marvelously articulated structure, with 
all the rhythms and contractions that 
@re set up by the simplest human ac- 
tion. That is what a great artist inva- 
Tiably does. He makes the least of us 
feel ourselves marvelous. He calls upon 
tac pervasive egoism of human nature 
to applaud him. 

At the Brummer Galleries are sculp- 
tures by Rodin. If Degas the painter 
could grasp the very essence of a 
sculptor’s attitude toward his material, 
Rodin is no;less able to show us what 
a remarkable painter he could have 
been. One beautiful morsel, a small 
torso, is rich in plasticity, but also ex- 
quisite with its veil of tone thrown over 
it, or, to be more precise, with its sug- 
gestion of a material flowing more 
easily than modeler’s clay, flowing as 
pigment flows from the brush. Some 
of the work is in bronze, some of it 
in plaster, a couple of pieces are in 
marble. The ‘“‘ Thinker "’ is here, more 
imposing in small size than on the 
heroic scale of the one at the Metro- 
politan Museum. In the small version 
you see how rhythmically the planes of 
the figure afe disposed, you see it whole 
and the largeness of the execution is 
more apparent. One of the Calais 
heads is in colored plaster, not improved 
by color. The splendid Balzac, all pride 
and solidity, is in the collection, domi- 
nating the portraits. Beautiful sculpture 
@hd beautiful art of yesterday. 

The work of the Russian sculptor, 
‘Seraphim Sudbinin, now at the Kingore 
Calleries, stems from very different in- 
fluences. Sudbinin studied with Rodin, 
but he was born in Nijni-Novgorod and 
his father painted ikons. It could not 
have .been otherwise than that he 
should work out of his temporary en- 
vironment toward the race and family 
to which he belonged. Much of his 
work is in wood, and in many instances 
the wood has been lacquered in gold 
and color. <A ‘“‘ Pieta,’’ black and gold 
and red, has under its polish and the 
smooth beauty of its contours a savage 
force. A curiously emphatic note is 
added to the significance of many of 
his forms by the flat surface from 
which they emerge in high relief. It 
is very interesting sculpture, very mod- 
ern in its antique flavor, moving but 
alien to our reticent emotional life. It 
fits into the puzzling picture of con- 
temporary art as a genuine and expres- 
sive fragment. It will be at the gal- 
leries until Dec. 30.

A Venetian Painter. . 

At the Kingore Galleries a double ex- 
hibition is claiming both eyes of the 
public. The portraits by Blaas da 
Lezze are in the further gallery. Dash- 
ing portraits with a careful regard for 
character. ‘‘I ‘never flatter,’’ the 
painter says, and no doubt he ig right. 
Not all the distinguished women who 
have sat for him are beauties, and you 
know that from the portraits. The cat- 
alogue ‘starts with the birth of the ar- 
tist in a palazzo on the Giudecca and 
tells us that paintings by Tintoretto, 
Palma il Giovane and Tiepolo glowed 
upon the walls of his home. He has 
resisted bravely the temptation that 
must have existed to follow one or an- 
other of these masters. He is quite 
of his own time and of modern Italy, 
which loves a rich sauce. In his por- 
trait of his mother he is pleasantly 
direct, and matter of fact. In many 
of the other portraits he is picturesque 
and mannered. ‘In the portrait of the 
late Pope Benedict XIII., a mere 
sketch, he is thoroughly an artist, re- 
vealing the dignity of his subject with 
a corresponding dignity of treatment.

Working in oil, he is bril- 
liant, precise, and clarity itself, His 
titles are whimsical and have little to 
do with the obvious subject. His paint- 
ing never is whimsical, but serious and 
impeccable in craftsmanship. 

The water colors, however, are the réal 
interest of the exhibition. Bide by side 
with the oil paintings, they prove that a 
painter who truly is exquisite in taste 
anc in his handling of his materials 
is far more at home with water color 
than with the heavier medium, Mr. 


Demuth. probably is the only painter 





who ever essayed the portrait of @ 


tuberose.. And what a portrait it is! 
How heavy with perfume, how color- 
less, how erratic and entertaining in 
the outline of its fat blossom! He paints 
a fruiterer’s yellow splint ‘basket with 
grapes and peaches spilling out of it. 
The thing is quite as true to the orig- 
inal as Chase could have made it. The 
exact colors and forms are there... But 
with Demuth all grossness of realism 
has disappeared. It is a quintessential 
basket of fruit and in color as fresh as 
the morning. There are a few artists 
among the young schools of whom one 
should riot be afraid ‘to, say that they 
are great, and Mr. Demuth is one of; 
these.

Little Blakelocks. 

Ralph Blakelock painted many hand- 
some large pictures, but none quite so 
handsome ‘as the best of his small pic- 
tures. At the Dudensing Galleries for 
the rest of the month is an exhibition of 
a number of little paintings by Blake- 
lock in which all the genius ascribed: to 
the artist is there. Not-in-all of them. 
One of the Indian subjects and one or 
two of the landscapes without figures 
are a trifle soft. But a small, glowing 
sky, that has been acquired for the Dun- 
can Phillips collection is of purest ray 
serene. Its beautiful color comes sing- 
ing across the gallery, to the confusion 
of its less triumphant companions.

Louis Icart. 

There will be another week of Louis 
Icart’s exhibition at the Belmaison Gal-: 
lery. It is a very interesting collection 
of fair and sprightly pictures of fair 
and sprightly women, and as the painter 
never has exhibited here before it will 
give the American public a chance to 
see what costume design means /to an 
artist. Mr. Icart made his beginnings as 
a fashion artist in Paris, creatipg model 
gowns for the big dressmaking firms of 
that city. That means that he knows 
the human figure as it is in repose and 
with all its potentiality of motion, that 
he knows the splendid portraits of Spain 
and ‘Italy and France and the styles of 
many periods, that nothing has escaped 


‘him of the detail of costume and that 


neither in detail nor in its general lines 
does he ever think of costume as dis- 
sociated from the form it clothes. There 
could be no better preparation ‘for a 
fashionable portrait painter than to be 
a fashion designer in Paris. 

Mr. Icart is not, however, deeply con- 
cerned with his portraiture. He pre- 
fers ‘‘f@tes galantes,’’ landscapes and 
personages enveloped in a rosy hue of a 
golden mist. His color is charming, his 
design is charming, his pictures are 
bibelots, shallow in emotional signifi- 
cance, deep in traces of. execution.

Rare Laces at. the Art Centre. 


A: remarkable exhibition of rare laces 
will be shown by Miss Marian Powys at 
the Art Centre Galleries from Dec. 18 
to Dec. 24. Miss Powys, who is one of 
the first authorities on lace in this 
country, has assembled a collection 
which cannot fail to delight all lovers 
of rare laces, 

Among the pieces shown are the royal 
laces made for Queen Marie Louise of 
Belgium as.a wedding gift from the 
Belgian Nation. These are the. very 
rarest pillow-made antique Brussels lace 
work of exquisite design. Then there 
are the imperial laces made for the 
Empress Eugenie, herself a discriminat- 
ing collector. These include some. éx- 
quisitely fine. Point d’Alencon with a 
design of the wild flowers of which the 
Empress was so fondy and some Valen- 
ciennes lace of unusual beauty. A very 
beautiful bri¥al veil with wide flounces 
and berthe, which was worn at the court 
of the Empress, is shown. This is 
Brussels appliqué of exquisite delicacy. 
Queen Adelaide started the fashion for 
this lace by wearing a dress of it with 
flowers for every letter of her name. 
Other rare pieces include some Point de 
France of the reign of Louis XIV., with 
figures in the costume of the period and 
Point de Sedan of the Regence as worn 
by prelates on the alb. . These latter 
pieces with their ecclesiastical symbolism 
of chalice and pomegranates are exceed- 
ingly rare. There are also other albs 
of rare and exouisite Point de Milan, 
old Flemish and seventeenth century 
Spanish lace. 

The Point de Venise shown includes a 
seventeenth century altar frontal bought 
long ago by an English nobleman from 
&® convent in Spain. This has a very 
beautiful scroll pattern and is in perfect 
condition. Reticello, Punto in Aria and 
cutwork covers in lengths, used in the 
old days for household purposes, a six- 
teenth century cut linen and macrame 
work table cover, lace wraps and shawls 
of the Victorian period and fine scarfs 
and handkerchiefs are also included.

“HOW NEW JERSEY RECLAIMS CRIPPLES. 





S a progressive Industrial State, 
New Jersey ts leading the Union 
in the rehabilitation of injured 
workmen. ‘ Instead of consigning 
them to the industrial scrap- 


and to ‘make useful citizens of them, 
and not beggars and burdens on society. 

The story of one Tony Bovalsky, as 
told by Colonel Lewis T. Bryant in the 
November issue of The Manufacturers’ | 
Association Bulletin, will ‘best show the 
good work done through the Joint ef- 
forts of the New, Jersey Department of 
Labor and the Rehabilitation Commis- 
sion. Tony was a Pole, 28 years old, 
married, and the father of five children. 
In 1921 he entered a New Jersey factory 
at $17 a week... Like many. other bewil- 
dered and ignorant foreign laborers, 
Tony. disobeyed orders by cleaning the 
cogs of his machine with a cloth instead 
‘of a brush, and as a result Igst three 
fingers of his left hand. If the story 
of Tony's life were to be like that of 
nost: of his kind, the would here end his 
chance for an independent livelihood 
and ‘be cast updn society and charity. 
Tony, however, lived in New Jersey, and 
was given a second chance to make: 
good. 

According to the Compensation Court, 
he would have been allowed such an 
amount as his particular injury called 
for, which would have been not more 
than $12 a week from a period of ten 
days after the accident until a time 
when his condition was cured. After. 
this compensation for temporary dis- 





ee: he would have received, for per- 


manent disability, $12 & week for 150 
weeks, which is the allowance made for 


loss of a hand. At'this point the New| 


proud Rehabilitation Commission en- 

/Tony was taken into the clinic and 
there the surgeons found that, through 
the loss of the three fingers, he had 
been deprived also of the use of the little 
finger, the thumb a@d the wrist, render- 
ing the entire hand useless. Upon the 
probability that the movement of the’ 
hand might be restored, the case was 
not closed, and a recommendation made 


‘that the State assume the responsibility 


for the re-education and replacement of 
Tony in a position suited to his capa- 
bility. While receiving his weekly 
compensation he was trained in the Vo- 
cational. Department to become an 
acetylene worker. < 


At. the end of his treatments .at the 
clinié and his training, Tony ‘was 
changed from an inexperienced, crippled 
and ignorant foreign laborer into a 
handicapped worker, plus special train- 
ing, As a trained worker, he secured 
a position at the initial wage of $20 
a week. At present his earning ca- 
pacity is $42 a week, Besides being given 
the chance to earn an independent liv- 
ing, Tony was started on the path of 
good citizenship, which may be recog- 
nized from the fact that he is now 
registered in a night school, that he has 
made application for citizenship and that 
his bank book shows a regular weekly 
deposit. 

The industrial history of this one 
worker is merely an example of. the 
work being done in New Jersey. In

Berlin’s Big Potato Patéh. 


E lowly potato is supplanting the 

might of the sword in at least one 

part of Berlin, Germany. The 
Tempelhofer Fields, largest of the Ger- 
man military training camps, is now 
being devoted to raising the tuber in- 
stead of fitting récruits for battle. 

The fields, on the edge of the city, 
part of the common property of the Ber- 
lin municipality, have been leased to a 
private co-operative organization of 
German postal employes. A smell part 
of the tract has been reserved as a sort 


of public park space for Berlin citizens, 
but the remainder has been fenced off so 
that no trespasser can interfere with the 
letter-carrier farmers in their efforts to 
ages and other vegetables. 

Whi all Germany, and particularly 
Berlin, is aware of the great need of 
home-grown food supplies, the fencing in 
of the Tempelhofer Fields has caused 
a great deal of popular indignation in 
Berlin. Since the armistice the entire 
fields were used as a monster public

Milk-Made Ornaments, 


THER things besides butter, cheese}. 
and ice cfeam can be made from} 


milk. One of the principal of -lac- 
teal by-products is a ‘hard substance 
from which beads and other ornaments 


‘are fashioned. The substance used for) 


beads, called erinoid, is derived from 
milk ‘by a process which utilizes the 
residue: left when the edible properties 


of milk have been extracted said patent 


foods. 

In_the raw state erinoid consists of 
long, narrow strips of material which 
are cut into the desired shapes. It has 
the. advantage of being made in any 
color and can also be molded into any 
desired length or width. At present 
practically all erinoid, and galalith, 
which is a similiar product, are: made in 
England, though attempts are being 
made to manufacture them in the 
United States. 


Most of the erinoid beads are madeé 
either oval, round or square. At 
present there is a great demand for 
facet cut beads, but only one firm in 
the United States is able to produce 
these. The substance is also used as 
an ivory and amber substitute in the 
manufacture of cigarette holders and 
pipe stems, for buttons, fountain pen 
caps, earrings and pencils.

. @enomination, . statasmen,. economists, 

publicists, the national industrial cone 

ferences of the last: three years, arbitra- 
tion boards and other wage. adjtistment 
agencies, including the Kansas Court vf 
rage Relations, have sanctioned the 


Or organisation in 
the courage: ‘to one 
pose openly the principle of’ the: living 
Wage. It has been fully realized by 
those who. ere against this humane 
Guarantee to the millions of wage earn- 
ers in our country that it would not be 
gound or expedient to attack the princi- 
ple involved. They have, therefore, 
sought. to becloud the real issue with 
technical arguments and «objections 
against the practical application of the 
idea. The discussion now revolves 
around auch technicalities as the “' size 
of the family’ of unakilled wage earn- 
ers, the “absurdity * of industry sup- 
porting ‘“‘ non-existent wives and chil- 
dren,'’ and the ‘' inability ’’ of American 
(ndustry to pay a living wage to the 
masses of unskilled workers. 

The latest development of this charac- 
ter was the deplorable majority opinivn 
Tecently handed down by the Railroad 
Labor Board against the maintenance of 
way emmloyes. In this decision the prin- 
ciple involved was consciously evaded. 
Dire-prophecies were vividly set forth as 
to the financial ruin of the railroads and 
the general collapse. of our basic indus- 
tries if \the living wage was adopted. 
The foundation of this pronouncement 
consisted of deliberate quibbling by the 
board over the terms “a ° living wage 
and ‘‘the’’ living wage. The real pur- 
Pose, however, was the desire to show 
that the conception of the living wage 
was fantastic and impractical, and to 
discredit the principle involved. 

Fifteen years ago in Australia, Justice 
Higgins of the Commonwealth Court of 
Arbitration defined -the living wage as 
the least wage to meet the “normal 
meeds of the average employe, regarded 
@s a human being living in a e¢ivilized 
community.’’ The ‘“ average" @mploye 
was further described by ‘this:-jurist a 
@ married man with a wife and three 
dependent children. 

This definition has been accbotea by 
the best authorities in this country. 
The living wage, as defined to the Rail- 
way Labor Board by representatives of 
the workers, and as now generally ac- 
cepted, was a wage sufficient to enable 
the lowest grade, or unskilled indus- 
trial worker, to support himself, a wife 
and three dependent children in héalth 
and decency, and with reasonable tom- 
fort. The most authoritative studies 
distinguish three levels or standards of 
Mving among industrial, workers: The 
“pauper or poverty level,’’ the ‘“ mini- 
mum of subsistence level” and. the 
** minimum of health and comfort level.’’ 

This latter standard embodies the con- 
ception of the living wage as now ad- 
vocated. The living-wage movement, in 

« other words, is one which would lift the. 
Jowest grade industrial workers from a 
level, of poverty and bare animal sub- 
sigtance to one of health, decency and 
reasonable comfort. 

Hew the Idea Has Grown. 


The development of the living-wage 
principle as the basis of wage deier- 
minations in this country has béen a 
@irect outcome of the adjustment of in- 
dustrial disputes during the war. Its ac- 
ceptance at that time ‘arose from the 
@bvious need of conserving unimpaired 
the productive forces of labor. After we 
had entered the war and the Federal 
Government had intervened in the dis- 
pute between the packing houses and 
their employes, the Hving-wage prin- 
ciple was put forward by the employes’ 
before Judge Alschuler, the Federal Ad- 
ministrator, as a justification for their 
wage demands, In December,_ 1917, it 
‘was accepted by a street railway arbi- 
tration board in Seattle, of which Dr. 
Suszalo, President of the University of 
Washington, was Chairman, as the basis 
of its wage award. 

In the early part of 1918 the living- 
wage principle as the basis for wage ad- 
justments was affirmed on a nattonal 
basis by the Labor Conference Board, a 
representative conference: of employers 
and employes, of which Chief Justice 
Taft was one of the Chairmen. This 
principle, along with several others, was 
recommendeg as part of a wartinie labor 
policy,*and was officially proclaimed by 
former President Wilson. The President 
@t the same time established the Na- 
tional War Labor Board as a supreme 
court of industry to interpret and gpply 
these principles. 

Since the signing of the armistice the 
living-wage principle has béen urged as 
an essential condition to the post-war 
* geconstruction of industry. In 1919 it

To the Editor \of ‘The-New Yorke Times: 

There have ed from time to time 
in:your columns letters which stress the 
analogy between thé army. and navy 
and policies of insurance. Fire insur- 
ance’ and, life insurance. are not sup- 
posed, “of course, to prevent fires ‘or 
death; nor. is prevention the object: of 
accident, iliness or other insurance, And 
yet the advocates of big armies. and 
navies often argue that these should be 
regarded as insurance against war. It 
there were. any kinds of insurance which 
could prevent fire, death, accident, ill- 
ness, &6.| they would certainly deserve 
well of mankind and would doubtless be 
able to declare large dividends. 

The advocates of big armaments have 
claiined of course that wars can be pre- 
vented, and prevented only, by armies. 
They have} not told) the world just how 
hig armaments must be in order to pre- 
vent war, nor how the big armaments 
of any one nation can prevénht war when 
other nations are engaged in-the com- 
petitive ‘Increase of their’ armaments. 
They have said only that the bigger the 
armament the more certainty there is of 
preventing war. A somewhat impres- 
sive experience in recent years has come 
to the aid of ordinary reason in punc- 
turing this particular philosophical bub- 
ble. In fact it has been proved to the 
satisfaction of most people, who think 
that mot only do ever-increasing arm 
ments fall a preserve the peace, but 
that they are the two or three 
most important causes of. war. While we 

io not. expect our insurance policies to 
prevent fire and ‘death, we should on 
tainly have nothing to do with them if 
they wete the cause of fire and death. 
An insurance company whose policies 
set fire to the insured’s premises would 
soon go out of business. * * * 

Both reason and experience would 
seém to show that it is better to seek 
genuine insurance against war; and for- 
tunately for twentieth century civiliza- 
tion its real leadérs are. striving to de- 
velop these methods of genuine —, 
ance, while at the same 
setting their faces ever more ern 
and completely against the exploded ta 
lacy and Bag hoary PE pens fos hod to 
preserve the peace preparing for war.

In the in- 
hospitable interior of Asia Minor, amid 


|@ hostile or sullen population, I have 


seen American. women calmly going 
about their business. of collecting “the 
poor little orphans as though {ft was the 
most natural th the world for them 
to do, I have .seen them distributing 
food and clothing, literally bringing lite 
and hope to ‘tens 6f thousands who had 
despaired -of life, and long ago ldst all 
hope. And amid all théemisery and 
horror that is in Turkey.today I have 
thanked God many times, for American 
womanhood. * 

Yet great. as is the work of the Near 
East Relief and the various other or- 
ganizations—British , and .American—in 
Turkey, thé problem is too,vast for pri- 
vate charity. Yet the “work of the Near 
East Relief must go on with or without 
Government help, The. apparent im- 
potence of the ‘alleged Christian Gov- 
ernments of the world is a‘disgrace to 
our vaunted civilization. War may -be 
hell, but this thing. that.is happening in 
the "Near: Bast is more dreadful than 
any war. At least war spares Women 
and Httle children.

TAXPAYERS’ CASES COSTLY 


Technical’ Proceedings Involved in 
Writ of Certlorarl Declared Be- 
yond Means of Ordinary Owner. 


Referring to the large city budget ap- 
proved a few days ago in relation to the 
subject: of assessed valuation’ of real 
estate, the Real Estate Board of New 
York made the following statement: 

‘In an assessment,roll of real proper- 
ty approximating- $10,000,000,000 there 
must of necessity be errors of judgmént, 
undervatuations and overvaluations. 

** There is always difference of opinion 
as to real “property values, and al) the}, 
facts concerning afy giver pléce of 
real estate may not be available to the 
Deputy Tax Commissidner making ' the 
appraisal. 

“It is for this reason that the charter 
provides the Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments should sit as a Board 
of Review in December and January 
to hear. testimony .and decide disputes 
as to assessed valuations. 

** Such hearings should be absolutely 
fair and inipartial and the Commission- 
ers: should at all-times have an open 
mind and be without prejudice to either 
the city, or the payer.

LUMBER COSTS. 


Timber: Workers Say High .Cost Is 
Not. Due to Labor Cost. 


The “ High cost of labor ’* as a reason 
for high,lumber.costs has been discredit- 
ed by officers of the International Union. 
of Timber, Workers of Seattle: 

These trade unionists show « that the 
labor ‘cost is 90 cents op 1,000 shingles 
that were retailed: ih the. Hast for $, 
while. 10° per cent. went to labor, 63 per 
cent. went to mill profit, the brokers and 
the. railroads. 

Several months ago a shingle packer 
placed ‘a note-in a bundle of shingles, 
asking the ultimate. consumer to inform 
him how muich the’ shingles cost him. 

The shitigle packer ‘received a letter 
from ‘Westport, Conn., which stated the 
writer paid $9-per 1, ~~ for 80,000 shin- 
giles. 

"It might be of Bae té know how 
niuch of. this. $9 -went, to shingle ‘mill 
labor, how much to.the timber ‘barons, 
and. how much for mill profit, the brok- 
ers and railreads,’’ the:unionists say.

After Senator Nathan Straus Jr. Had 
made “public yesterday a letter to Goy- 
ernor Miller in which he declared. that 
a ‘serious sgpiation ” in the city’s coal 
shortage~had been reached because of 
*‘the failure of the State Fuel Admin- 
istration. to function as the Legislature 
and the people of the State expected 
that it would.’’ William H.. Woodin, 
State. Fuel Administrator, countered 
with a reply to Senator Straus in’ which 
he invited him to accept an appointment 
in the Administration offices. 

Senator Straus urged in his letter that 
the Fuel Administration exercise imme- 
diately the ‘‘ powers of rationing, buy- 
ing and selling which were conferred 
upon. it by law. The letter, which was 
dated Saturday, declared further that 
‘* suffering is widespread ’’ in the city, 
and that ‘‘ unless the people of New 
York City can look.to the Fuel Admin- 
istrator for immediate relief, such as 
was contemplated by you and the law, it 
is necessary that the citizens organize 
to protect themselves.’’ 

As the result of many appeals for as- 
sistance, Senator Straus informed the 
Governor, a small commuttee was or- 
ganized to take care of the most urgent 
cases..-Senator Straus became chairman 
of the committee-and supplied the funds, 
“which were spent with the assistance of 
Michael F. Burns of Burns Brothers. 

“*T asked the Fuel Administrator how 
far he was prepared to’assist in reltiev- 
ing the evident distress,’’. the létter con- 
tintied. ‘‘ He replied in substance that 
he was unable to hejp. I, therefore, con- 
ferred with official and unofficial agen- 
cies and with the editors of a aumber 
of New York newspapers in an cf‘fort 
to évolve a comprehensive plan for’ meet- 
ing the situation. The suggestion was 
| made that funds be raised by - private 
subscription for the buying of coal in 
carload lots and selling it in one hundred 
pound lots at the carload price.

Quotes Governor’s Message... * 

Senator Straus’s letter quoted from the 
Governor’s message to the extraordi- 
nary session. of the Legislature, which 
was called to enact the coal .! =zisla- 
tion. ‘‘The law passed ~at the extruor- 
dinary session incorporated every sug- 
gestion in your message,’’ he adted, 
*“*It created @ State Fuel Administra- 
tor, -appointed by the Governor, with 
complete power over all fuel within the 
State and with tie duty of ascertaining 
the needs of all localities and all cor- 
sumers. The Fuel -Adminigtrator was 
also given the duty of fixing prices and 
regulating the sale, distribution, altot- 
ment and rationing of fuel, ;reventing 
waste of fuel and limiting the produc- 
tion, distribution and use of light, heat 
and power. He was given the power, 
personally and through his deputies, to 
make and enforce rules, subpoena wit- 
nesses, enter and inspect premises and 
inspect books dnd* records.

Four Men and.a Woman in 
a Flatbush Home. 





DETECTIVE .AMONG PLAYERS 


Dr. Henry Moeller, Aged 80, 
Blackjacked in His Office— 
Several Burglaries Reported. 


Surprising a penny ante poker party 
at which Detective William Bananke of 
the narcotic squad was a player; two 
hold-up men robbed five men and women 
of: jewelry werth $10,000 and .several 
hundred dollars in cash, in the sitting 
room. of. the’ two-story residence «of 
Abraham Levy, a retired merchant, liv- 
ing at 735 East Thirty-second Street, 
in the Flatbush Section.of Brooklyn, 
at 10 o’clock last night.

MARTIAL LAW. IN. WARSAW 


Pilsudski !s Made Chief of Staff 
—Party Strife Lulled ty 
the Slaying. — 


WARSAW, Dec. 17 (Associated Press). 
—Marshal Joseph Pilsudski, former Pro- 
visional President of Poland, has been 
appointed ‘Chief of Staff of the Polish 
Army. He replaces ‘General Sikorski, 
who has assumed the Premiership. 

Many arrests have been made, par- 
ticularly among the veterans of General 
Haller’s army, in connection’ with. dis- 
orders and suspected plots that have 
assumed a new seriousness since Presi- 
dent Narutowicz’s assassination yester- 
day. Gefieral..Haller himself, when he 
entered: the art gallery immediately 
after Narutowicz was shot, was accused 
by.a Radical Deputy of being implicated 
in the shooting. Haller’s face turned 
livid and he immediately left the gallery. 

‘M. Sikorski, on taking over the Pre- 
miership, ordered arrests among Haller’s 
men and the detention of Colonel Mo- 
delski, formerly Haller’s.Adjutant: Hal- 
ler lately has: been used. by the Na- 
tiohalist Party, as a.countet influence 
in the army to Pilsudski. 

There is general. mourning throughout 
Poland owing -.to the assassination. of 
Narutowicz. All entertainments have 
been suspended.
